Officials back airport plan

PLANS to increase the passenger 
capacity at Luton Airport from 
12 million to 18 million a year are 
being recommended for approval. 

Officers at Luton council have 
given the proposals their backing 
subject to a number of conditions 
being fulfilled. 

The application had been due to be 
discussed by the authority’s plan¬ 
ning committee on November 21 but 
was deferred following a request by 
a Hertfordshire councillor for a 
‘second and impartial legal opinion’ 
on the scheme. 

Since then, an independent 


barrister has scrutinised the plans 
and his findings will also be 
discussed by councillors when they 
meet next Friday to make a decision 
on the plans. 

During the meeting, which starts 
at 10am, there will be an opportuni¬ 
ty for those against and in favour of 
the scheme to speak in the council 
chamber. The meeting is expected 
to last all day. 

The plans were lodged by London 
Luton Airport Operations Limited 
(LLAOL), the company which runs 
the airport, in December last year. 

A council document published on 
Friday stated that the expansion 
would create 100 full time jobs 
during the construction phase and 


5,100 jobs once work is completed. 

It also said the airport has a total 
approximate economic value of 
£1 billion which would increase to 
£1.7 billion with the expansion. 

Opposition for the plans has come 
from various groups outside the 
town, neighbouring local authori¬ 
ties and MPs from other areas. 

According to the report, 455 objec¬ 
tions were received by the council, 
along with an online petition of 
3,870 signatures and another of 
around 1,000 signatures. 

A major issued raised was about a 
potential conflict of interest 
between the LLAOL and the council, 
which owns the airport. Noise, 
pollution and potential damage to 


the environment were other issues. 

Councillor Sian Timoney, 
deputy leader for Luton council, said 
the plans were ‘vitaF to the town’s 
economy and would create jobs. 

She said: “This development is 
vital to Luton’s economy in terms of 
jobs to get local people working. 

“We have a big unemployment 
problem in Luton and we want to put 
those people to work. 

“You can’t deny that this is a good 
thing for Luton. 

“We think it’s absolutely fantastic, 
we are behind the plans and it’s 
going to be good for the town. 

“We will be looking at the things 
people are concerned about and 
how we can mitigate against them.” 


Michael Nidd, a spokesman for a 
group representing villages near the 
west and south west of the town that 
are against the expansion, said: “We 
are not really sure there are eco¬ 
nomic and environmental justifica¬ 
tions for what is a little local airport. 

“We would say to the people of 
Luton, look very carefully at the 
promises for extra jobs and see if 
they are really believable. 

“I would say try to get the council 
and the airport to give you a cast 
iron guarantee of this - for them to 
put their money where their mouth 
is. There will come a time when we 
will not be able to afford the price of 
oil to keep flying so don’t put all your 
eggs in one basket.”

Heroin worth £40m is 
discovered hidden in car

A MAN from Luton has appeared 
in court after heroin with an esti¬ 
mated street value of £40 million 
was found crammed into a car. 

The 198kg haul of heroin was 
concealed in the bumpers, dash¬ 
board and rear seating of the 
Jaguar, according to the National 
Crime Agency. 

Isar Khan, 34, of Luton, 
Bedfordshire and Noman 
Qureshi, 32, of Bradford, have 
been charged with conspiracy to 
supply heroin and were remand¬ 
ed in custody after appearing at 
Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
Monday. 

The car had been delivered to a 
business in the Romford area on 
Friday evening. 

During the early hours of 
Saturday morning two men were 
arrested in Luton. 

The investigation is ongoing.

Library services will close in the New Year 


TWO Luton libraries and a 
mobile library service are set to 
close at the end of next month, it 
has been announced. 

Luton Culture has said Sundon 
Park Library, Wigmore Library 
and the Mobile Library will shut 
on Friday, January 31, 2014. 

In October it was revealed that 
all three facilities would be 
closing as they faced funding 
cuts to the tune of £1.58m. 

Opening hours at Marsh Farm 
Library will also reduce. 

During the week the facility will 
open between 2pm-6pm, apart 


from Thursdays, when the library 
will be open between 10am-6pm. 
These changes will come into 
effect on Saturday, February 1. 

Luton Culture has said that 
residents who visit one of these 
affected libraries during the next 
six weeks will be given an 
information booklet about how 
the changes to the service may 
affect them. 

The booklet contains informa¬ 
tion for affected library users 
about how to reach their two 
closest libraries by public 
transport and car, as well as how 


to use Luton Libraries Online. 

The charity has added that if 
anyone struggles to visit their 
local library, or knows someone 
who does, they can call 01582 
491428 to find out more about 
how the Home Library Service 
could help them.

Finch will appear before Luton 
Magistrates’ Court on January 3 
next year.

TWO people had to be freed from 
a car by firefighters following a 
serious road traffic collision on 
Thursday. 

Lower Luton Road, which 
runs between Luton and 
Harpenden, was shut while 
police investigated the incident. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service was called at 7.20am, 
dispatching two rapid response 
vehicles, six ambulances and a 
paramedic officer. 

The casualties, one male and 
one female, suffered minor 
injuries and were conveyed to 
Luton and Dunstable Hospital.

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Charity cash is stolen 
from the L&D Hospital

HOSPITAL workers who raised 
£2,000 for charity have been left 
devastated after the cash was stolen. 

The money was taken, along with a 
handbag, on December 7 from lock¬ 
ers at the Luton & Dunstable Hospital. 

It had been raised for Children in 
Need and the children’s ward by staff 
who had staged a number of activities 
last month, including body waxing. 

Maggie Brown, who works in the 
portering department at the L&D, 
was behind the fundraising drive. 
She said the theft was ‘heart wrench¬ 
ing’ and had upset the workers. 

She said: “The porters I work with 
are mostly male and I was joking with 
one of them about their chest hairs 
needing a wax and he agreed. 

“So I got all the other guys roped in 
then they all had various bits and 
pieces done. 

“My son was one of them and one of 
the doctors had a full wax. 

“We put on other things for the 
children like a donut challenge, 
ginger bread men decorating and 
other little challenges for the staff as 
well.” 



Ms Brown said she first learnt of the 
theft last Friday after being told that 
the money had been taken from a 
locker. 

She said: “I was crying when I heard 
the news because we have really 
worked for this money and the guys 
have really worked hard. 

“It’s money that the general public 
have raised and it’s heart wrenching 
that it’s gone. The staff are very upset. 

“We are hoping once it’s in the 
media, the person who took it will see 
what they have done. 


“We are trying to see if we can get as 
many donations through the reach of 
the media. The guys feel like they 
have done all this for nothing.” 

Since the theft, some residents have 
gone on to Facebook to start a new 
collection to replace the money. 

A spokeswoman for Bedfordshire 
Police said the force was looking into 
the incident.

Lois suffers from severe spastic 
quadriplegic cerebral palsy and is 
immobile and non-verbal, whilst 
Evie suffers from eosinophilic 
gastroenteropathy, a rare disease that 
seriously affects the intestine. 

When Lois was born in 2007 she was 
treated at the L&D’s special care unit. 

Evie said her wish was to have to 
make over with pop group Little Mix.

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Bravery award for 
Luton policeman

A POLICEMAN who died 
after being stabbed twice in 
the chest has been posthu¬ 
mously awarded The Queen's 
Commendation for Bravery. 

PC Jon Henry, from 
Bedfordshire Police, died in 
2007 whilst trying to detain 
Ikechukwu Tennyson Obih, 
who had stabbed a window 
cleaner in the town centre. 

It was announced on 
Thursday in the Civilian 
Gallantry List for 2013 that PC 
Henry had been given the 
award. 

The honour is given for acts 
of bravery entailing risk to 
life and meriting national 
recognition. 

They are normally handed 
out by the Lord-Lieutenant of 
the recipient’s county, or in 
the case of police officers, 
their Chief Constable. 

It will be presented to a 
family member on PC Henry’s 
behalf. 

Following the announce¬ 
ment of the award Chief 
Constable Colette Paul said: 
“I am extremely proud of Jon 
Henry who gave his life to 
protect others in the finest 
tradition of Bedfordshire 
Police. 

“I am sure his family will be 



sad but very proud of him as 
we are. He will never be 
forgotten and this award goes 
some way to keeping his 
memory alive. 

“Sometimes we forget what 
police officers and their 
families do for the commu¬ 
nity every day. 

“They face danger to protect 
the public.” 

Bedfordshire Police and 
Crime Commissioner Oily 
Martins said: “This award 
serves to remind us once 
again of the dangers police 
officers routinely face as they 


go about their daily job to 
protect the public and make 
Bedfordshire safer. 

“Their courage should never 
be taken for granted. 

“Sadly, no award can bring 
Jon back to his family, but it is 
right that his memory is 
honoured in this way.” 

Recommendations for 
gallantry awards are assessed 
by a committee which is 
chaired by the Head of the 
Civil Service. 

They are then made through 
the Prime Minister to The 
Queen. 


Police contact investigated 


THE Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) is investigating 
Bedfordshire Police contact 
with a man prior to the 
murder of pensioner Leonard 
Flower in Luton. 

Police officers attended the 
address of Sameer Babar in 
Luton on the evening of 
Monday, October 21 this year 
after he contacted them. 


Mr Flower, 67, was attacked 
while working in his garage at 
his home in Carnegie 
Gardens on Tuesday, October 
22 and was pronounced dead 
at the scene. 

Sameer Babar, 35, has since 
been charged with the mur¬ 
der and will next appear at 
Luton Crown Court in the 
New Year. 

Bedfordshire Police referred 


the matter to the IPCC 
straight away, who decided to 
conduct an independent 
investigation into prior police 
contact with Mr Babar.

A MULTI-MILLION pound 
plan to redevelop a former 
Vauxhall Motors site in Luton 
has been given the go ahead. 

The proposals, aim to create 
a ‘mixed-use commercial and 
residential development’ on 
land north of Kimpton Road, 
commonly known as Napier 
Park and a smaller, now 
vacant site, to the south of 
Kimpton Road, known as 
Stirling Place. 

The applicant, Augur Group 


Ltd, will create 625 residen¬ 
tial units, two hotels with a 
total of 240 rooms, a casino, a 
large foodstore and more 
than 2,000 parking spaces on 
the site. 

The significant proposals 
will also include a number of 
open spaces, including four 
large play areas, eight small 
play areas and nine ‘Trim 
Trail’ spaces, which will pro¬ 
vide outdoor gym equipment. 

It is hoped that the scheme 
will create 100 full-time jobs 
during the construction 
phase and 2,670 jobs when 


the development has been 
completed, to create a 
‘vibrant and succesful new 
community.’ 

Following long delibera¬ 
tions on Wednesday evening, 
councillors on the 
Development Control 
Committee approved the 
ambitious plans, to the 
delight of representatives 
from the Augur Group Ltd 
who were also in attendance 
at the meeting. 

It is believed that initial 
works on the site could begin 
as early as next year.

Man hit with roll of 
wallpaper in shop row

A MAN was left needing 
surgery after being struck in 
the face with a roll of wallpa¬ 
per in a row over queue¬ 
jumping in a DIY store, a 
court heard. 

Oluwadamilola Abiola, 20, 
of Reginald Street, Luton 
pleaded guilty at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday to causing 
Mohammed Anwar actual 
bodily harm on May 21. 

The incident happened at 


6.30pm as the 58-year-old 
victim was queuing to pay for 
a number of items. 

He saw Abiola walk to the 
next till and put his items on 
the counter. When he real¬ 
ised the till was closed, he 
approached the till where Mr 
Anwar was and put his items 
on the counter. 

The victim confronted 
Abiola about this, saying 
‘there is a queue’. 

Abiola then picked up a roll 
of wallpaper and hit Mr 
Anwar in the face. 

This blow knocked him 


backwards and he struck his 
head on the floor. Mr Anwar 
was left needing surgery to a 
broken nose and as a result 
has lost his sense of smell. 

In a victim impact state¬ 
ment, he said: “Since the 
incident I have been terrified 
to leave my home. I am a 
nervous wreck.” 

In mitigation, it was said 
that Abiola had hit out in self 
defence and the attack wasn’t 
premeditated. 

Abiola will be sentenced at 
Luton Crown Court in 
January.

H ARDLY a second seems 
to pass before another 
email drops into my 
inbox from another charity.

Skate park could 
be built next year

CONSTRUCTION of a new 
skate park in Dunstable 
could begin as early as next 
year, according to officials. 

David Ashlee, chief execu¬ 
tive at Dunstable Town 
Council, said the authority 
was currently looking for a 
firm to build the facility. 

Funding of around £250,000 
has been made available from 
Central Bedfordshire 
Council, who will assist the 
town council in the project 


management of the park’s 
construction, before leaving 
them to manage it. 

Mr Ashlee said both coun¬ 
cils had ‘known’ of a demand 
in the community for a skate 
park for some time. 

He said: “We have got 
around £250,000 and the bulk 
of that has come from Section 
106 agreements. 

“We are now out to tender 
for a contractor and if all goes 
well I would like to think that 
construction will begin in 
summer next year. 

“But I don’t know how long it 


will take to set it up. Subject 
to planning permission being 
granted, it will be built at the 
rear of the car park at the Go 
Bowling Centre.” 

He continued: “The town 
council has known for some 
time that there’s been a 
demand for a skate park in 
Dunstable. That’s why we 
have been for waiting for an 
opportunity such as this.” 

Mr Ashlee added that the 
council was also trying to get 
potential users of the facility 
in Dunstable to help them on 
with the project.

Wenlok Jug is 
returned home 


EIGHTEEN months ago a 
crime took place that 
stunned the community in 
Luton. 

In May 2012, the medieval 
Wenlok lug was stolen from 
its home at Stockwood 
Discovery Centre. 

In a scene that could have 
been from a Hollywood film, 
the CCTV from the night 
showed a well-built man 
vault a six-foot fence, smash 
a glass entrance door with a 
drain cover and then use it 
to crack through a high 
security display cabinet. 

He grabbed the 6kg bronze 
jug, threw it over the fence 
and disappeared into the 
black night. Many thought 
that was the end for the arte¬ 
fact, which has an estimated 
value of £750,000. 


LUTON was stunned when the Wenlok Jug 
was stolen. LAUREN ARCHELL was there 
as the precious artefact returned home 


But this week, there were 
huge celebrations as the jug 
was put back on display in 
its rightful home, Stockwood 
Discovery Centre. 

It has taken an unbelieva¬ 
ble effort to get back to this 
stage, including an enor¬ 
mous covert police opera¬ 
tion, headed by Detective 
Inspector Martin Peters of 
Bedfordshire Police. 

In the end, the jug was 
found in a garage in Surrey 
six months after the theft. 


Since then work has been 
completed to ensure the 
treasure could safely be put 
back out on display. 

Director of Museums Karen 
Perkins said: “There were 
times when I felt really 
positive, but as time goes on 
you do start to imagine the 
worst case scenario, which 
would be that it had been 
melted down or ditched 
in a river. 

“But I never lost faith and I 
am thrilled it is back.”

‘wanted’ posters, pleading 
for its safe return. 

Karen said: “This poster 
campaign, made a big 
difference and meant it was 
in peoples minds. 


“The reaction to the theft 
really surprised me, but I am 
delighted the students are 
here today to see an impor¬ 
tant piece of local history.” 

The bronze jug, decorated 
with coats-of-arms and 
inscribed with the words 
‘My Lord Wenlok’, is 
believed to be one of only 
three similar jugs in the UK, 


and the only one with a 
person named on it. 

It is thought it was made 
for either William Wenlock, 
who died in 1391 and was 
canon of St Paul’s Cathedral, 
or his great-nephew John, 
the first Lord Wenlock, who 
was a major figure in the 
15th century and had links 
to the town.

THE FA Trophy may not enthuse the fans the 
way the league or FA Cup does but like it or 
not, Luton’s run in the competition is shaping 
up quite nicely. 

This time it was the holders Wrexham that 
perished in the face of an energetic home dis¬ 
play from a second-string Hatters side as a first- 
half Mark Cullen header and late Neil Ashton 
own goal sealed their passage into the last 16 
yesterday afternoon. 

Jay Harris’ second-half sending off, sand¬ 
wiched between the two goals, made Town’s 
mission a lot simpler but a lack of visiting cut¬ 
ting edge had already handed John Still’s men 


the advantage. 

Another accomplished performance from 
Luton’s understudies as they slew the Dragons 
with a slick footballing showing. 

The Hatters have been in sizzling form since a 
sobering Friday night defeat to the visitors back 
in mid-September. 

Just one defeat in 18 matches has seen Town 
rocket into second in the Skrill Premier and to 
within four points of Cambridge United. 

Couple that with undoubtedly their best per¬ 
formance of the season at Alfreton last week¬ 
end as they methodically dissected the 
Derbyshire side and the underwhelming FA 
Trophy again came at an inconvenient time. 

Cue the youngsters to tackle the competition 
holders and how they did. Similarly from last 
Saturday, Pelly Ruddock was the only man to 
retain his place in the starting line-up as the 
Hatters made ten changes for this testing con¬ 
test. 


On paper, this match consisted of two heavy¬ 
weights of non-league football but a modest 
crowd told a different story. 

Early “We want to go home” away chanting 
set the scene on a dingy December afternoon. 
Their mood would not have improved as the 
opening 15 minutes unfolded with the much- 
changed Hatters delivering a determined 
tempo and they soon got their reward. 

Despite not being the tallest, Cullen has 
quickly established a taste for headed goals 
and this was another trademark effort. 

Shaun Whalley’s drifting corner looked to 
have evaded the waiting pack but the former 
Hull man lunged desperately to nod over Andy 
Coughlin, his first goal since heading the win¬ 
ner in a 1-0 FA Cup win at Woking in October. 

Wrexham boss Andy Morrell claimed prior to 
this clash that retaining the Trophy was of 
utmost importance but his strong side were 
certainly not making the most of their oppor-

IN the midst of a busy end- 
of-year schedule, Hatters 
boss John Still believes his 
options are piling up after 
an emphatic 2-0 FA Trophy 
victory over holders 
Wrexham yesterday. 

Still’s mantra in this com¬ 
petition has been one of 
youth and again that 
proved the right call as 
Luton played their Skrill 
Premier rivals, who in con¬ 
trast named a near full- 
strength side, off the park. 

Now facing four games in 
11 days, starting with the 
visit of Gateshead to 
Kenilworth Road next 
Saturday, the former 
Dagenham manager is rel¬ 
ishing a selection dilemma 
after witnessing such a 
charismatic showing. 

“I would be disappointed

“The key factor in my 
mind is that it does get bet¬ 
ter.

Town’s five-goal demoli¬ 
tion of Alfreton last week¬ 
end re-iterated the team’s 
current attacking prowess 
as Andre Gray and Paul 
Benson both shone but Still 
was delighted with the con¬ 
tributions of goalscorer 
Mark Cullen and the hard¬ 
working Alex Wall in the 
Wrexham win. 

“I was pleased with a few 
and especially those two,” 
said the boss. 

“Not only did Mark 
deserve his goal but I 
thought despite playing 
slightly wide, he was out¬ 
standing. 

“Most of his goals have 


come from headers and he 
has shown he is great in the 
air. 

“For a man of his height, it 
is a real talent. I have been 
amazed with some of the 
goals he has scored so far 
this season. 

“As for Alex, he exhibited 
so much pace and power 
and he is nowhere near fit 
yet. 

“What a handful he is 
going to be when he gets a 
few more games into him. 

“Every time we went for¬ 
ward I thought we were 
going to create something 
and I thought those two 
would finish it every time 
so that is a plus.”
